The examination will be made at the 
office of the board at Harrlsburg or 
such place as may be agreed upon. 


The standards provided by

board define at great 
length what 


may be shown and what is interdict- 
ed, and it is stated that the board 
will endeavor to banish posters,hajid- 
bills or other advertising matter con- 
cerning moving pictures where they 
are sensational "or misleading.

Entombenn Shaft Following 


Terrific Explosion, 


RESCUE WORK IS FUTILE 


Company Admits That There Is No 


Chanoe of Saving Men—Relatives of 
Miners Spend Night at Top of Shaft,. 
Only to Learn That Effort* to Save 
Them Are. Vain. 


Kocl'es, W. Va., April 30.—At the of- 


fices of tbe New River Collieries com- 
pany it was stated that ITS men are 
entombed In No. 5 mine. Sixty-seven 
inen were rescued from No. 6 mine, 
while eight dead bodies were taken 
from the same mine. 


Rescuing parties have been unable 


to penetrate No. 5 mine, as the base 
of the shaft 1* choked with debris. 


A cage bearing a rescuing party was 


sent down No. !> shaft, which is 525 
feet deep, hut the cage stopped 125 
feet from the bottom. Efforts are now 
being made to clear away tbe wreck- 
age.

Company Admits That Thar* Is No 
Chance of Saving Men—Relative* of 
Miners Spend Night at Top of 8haft,. 
Only to Learn That Efforts to 8ave 
Them Are Vain, 


Eccles, W. Va., April 30—At the of­ 
fices of the New River Collieries com­ 
pany it was stated that 178 men are 
entombed in No. 5 mine. 
Sixty-seven 
men were rescued from No. 6 mine, 
while eight dead bodies were taken 
from the same mine. 


Rescuing parties have been unable 
to penetrate No. 5 mine, as the base 
of the shaft is choked with debris. 


A cage bearing a rescuing party wan 
sent down No. ft shaft, which is 525 
feet deep, but the cage stopped 125 
feet from the bottom. 
Efforts are now 
being made to clear away the wreck­ 
age. 


No hope is entertained of saving the 
liven of the 178 men In No. 5 s h a f t 
Although the rescuers encountered no 
gas in the shaft and the fans a r e being 
operated, it is believed the miners in 
this mine were all killed by the explo­ 
sion of coal dust or the afterdamp. 


The explosion Is iK'lleved to have 
been caused by coal dust.

Three Separate Explosions. 
Altogether there were three distinct 
explosion*. 
Fifteen minutes after the 
first explosion in No. 5 a second explo­ 
sion occurred in the same s h a f t 
Still 
again, ten minutes after the second, 
n third one occurred in No. 0. 


As was the case with the llrst explo­ 
sion, the tiiuliers over the main shaft 
In No. (J were sent high in the air. 
Shaft an Active Volcano. 
Flames and smoke belched from the 
crevices of the crumbled shaft, and. 
r.ltliniigh 'ill hope of saving any of the 
burled men had been abandoned, mi­ 
ners for mnny 
miles around 
risked 
their lives In an effort to snuff out the 
names with earth and water. 


All night the mountainside was alive 
with members of the families who had 
relatives entombed In the mine. 


Of the seventy-four men who are 
known to have lieen in No. ti. sixty of 
them escaped alive. 
Four others were 
found dead near the entrance. 
The 
dead men had been suffocated. 


The llrst explosion occurred at the 
500 foot level of the No. 2 mine and 
was of such foree that hoisting ma­ 
chinery alx>ve the shaft opening was 
wrecked. An instant later a lesser ex­ 
plosion occurred In No. 0 mine at the 
300 foot level. 
Rescues of men in this 
mine were effected by the crew of the 
rescue car of the Pawama Coal com­ 
pany, which was rushed 
from Ma- 
toaka. and by volunteers from 
Beck- 
ley.

Entombenn Shaft Following 


Terrific Explosion, 


RESCUE WORK IS FUTILE 


Company Admits That There Is No 


Chanoe of Saving Men—Relatives of 
Miners Spend Night at Top of Shaft,. 
Only to Learn That Effort* to Save 
Them Are. Vain. 


Kocl'es, W. Va., April 30.—At the of- 


fices of tbe New River Collieries com- 
pany it was stated that ITS men are 
entombed In No. 5 mine. Sixty-seven 
inen were rescued from No. 6 mine, 
while eight dead bodies were taken 
from the same mine. 


Rescuing parties have been unable 


to penetrate No. 5 mine, as the base 
of tbe shaft 1* choked with debris. 


A cage bearing a rescuing party was 


sent down No. !> shaft, which is 525 
feet deep, hut the cage stopped 125 
feet from the bottom. Efforts are now 
being made to clear away tbe wreck- 
age. 


No hope IN entertained of saving the 


llvett of tin- 178 moil in No. 5 shaft. 
Although the rescuers encountered no 
gas In the slmft and the fans are being 
operated. It Is believed tbe miners in 
thifl mine were till killed by the explo- 
sion i>f coil! dust or tlie afterdamp.
